In August, 1925, the committee 
met in Stockholm and adopted a tentative agenda 
for the Lausanne conference. This agepda has 
furnished the basis for preliminary discussions in 
local groups throughout the world, discussions 
which are bound to be fruitful in the conference

Milroy and Schenck found the 
enemy and the battle became general, 
The rebel loss was heavy, one regi- 
ment losing two-thirds its number. 
Our loss is estimated at 600 to 800 
killed and wounded. :

Fascisti Keep All Details 
Veiled in Mystery. 


BY DIPLOMATICUS.

PARIS, June fl.—-Three trials dur- 
ing the last fifteen months in Italy 
have given the nation cause to wonder 
what justice in Italy has become. The 
first occurred at Chieti more than a 
year -ago, when the murderers of 
Deputy Matteotti were convicted, their 
sentences reduced by the extenuating 
circumstances of their victim's poli- 
ties and attitude toward Facism, and 
eventually made meaningless through 
the application of the royal amnesty. 

For Dumini even such clemency was 


: not enough, He sought acquital, and 


when he did not receive it, was over- 
heard to remark, “If I received seven 
years for my part in -the affair, the 
Duce should have had thirty years." 
[Maximum sentence for such crimes.] 
For this Dumini waa sent back to 
jail on a longer stretch than the first 
punishment called for. : 

The second trial was the process 
against Gen. Capello, Tito Zaniboni 
and others, accused of a plot against 
the duce. After Zaniboni’s confes- 
sion, the trial became one of Grand 
Orient masonry and through “ revela- 
tions’ made by a certain Quaglia, a 
renegade and turncoat whose testi- 
mony bore every stamp of being manu- 
factured, Sig. To ni, the grand 
master of the Italii Grand Orient 
lodge, without a hearing, was- hustled 
away to the island pena! qolonies for 
five years. 

The details of these two trials are 
fairly well known,, but the third has 
remained shrouded in mystery. It, 
too, occurred at Chieti, and the men be 
fore the bar of justice were a group 
of young Fascists aecused of the mur- 
der of two Scottish Rite Masons, and 
of the looting. of sheps and premises 
of other ae in Florence early in 
October, 1925. | 

Two Scotfish Rite Masons Slain. 

About fifty persons were badly beat- 


-@n in the Florence riots, and shops 


owned by Free Masons or men sus- 


_ pected of being connected with the 


Masons were sacked. Gaetano Pilati 
and Gaetano Consolo, prominent Scot- 
tish Rite Masons, were murdered. 

On the night of the riots a member 
of the local Fascist directory and a 
senior officer in the militia, Cavaliere 
Lupporini, accompanied by another 
Fascist, Sig. Gambacciani, called at 
the house of Cavaliere Bandinelli, a 60

Four Fascists were forced to answer 
to the Gourt of Assizes for the death 
of Sig. Pilati, and twelve others faced 
trial for the death of Sig. Consolo? for 
the attempted murder of Ademaro 
Cozzi, Scotti#h rite Mason, and for the 
burnipg of the shop of Sig. Busoni and 
the law offices of Sig. Corrazzini., 

This trial was a farce from start to 
finish. In the first place, it was widely 
known in Italy that the men on trial 
for this particularly brutal crime of 
mob violence were not the men actual- 
ly guilty of the murdef. Although the 
authors of the crime were known to 
several hundred persons, among them 
high officials of the Fascist régime, 
they were permitted to escape. 

Use Massachusetts Man’s Comment. 

The comment of the Grand Master 
of the Massachusetsts lodge, Scottish 
Rite, on the arrest of Sig. Torigianni, 
grand master of Grand Orient Masons 
of Italy and his sentence to five years 
in the pena] colonies, was widely print- 
ed in Italy, to indicate that American 
masonry approved of the action of the 
duce. 

True it is that American and Dng- 
lish masonry does not recognize 
Grand Orient masonry, but few Amer- 
icans understand that Scottish Rite 
masonry, previous to the war, had 
become an important organization in 
Italy, and it has been as ruthlessly 
hunted down by Fascism as has the 
Grand Orient. 

In fact, the only occasions of mob 
vidlence against Masons in Italy, 
those at Florence, were condoned by 
the Fascist régime. 

Mussolini Assailant Gets 30 Years. 

[Chieage Tribune Press Service.] 

ROME, June 11.—Gino Lucetti must 
serve thirty years in prison for his 
attempt on the life of Premier Benito 
Mussolini last September. This wes 
the sentence of the special! tribunal 
which concluded its deliberations short- 
ly after 7 o’clock this evening, The 
accomplices, Leanardo Sorio and Ste- 
fano Vatteroni, were condemned to 
twenty years, and eighteen years and 
nine months, respectively.

Legislators Finish Probe 


Finishing its investigation of theater 
ticket-scaJping in Chicago, the legis- 
lative committee, of which State Rep- 
resentative Thomas J, O’Grady is 
chairman, yesterday issued a report 
recommending legislation which would 
allow theater owners and managers to 
establish a consolidated .ticket office 
with branches throughout the city, at 
which tickets would be sold at not 
more than 50 cents over the regular 
box office prices. 

Ticket scalping can never be 
stopped, the committee members de- 
clared, so long as patrons of the 
thedter find it more convenient to buy 
tickets at agencies even if they are 
forced to pay much more. The present 
‘aw does not allow theater owners to 
sell tickets anywhere but in their 
box offices. The 50 cents premium, 
they assert, would be to cover the cost 
of maintaining a consolidated ticket 
office and its branches. 7 


Two Brokers Out of Town. 

The committee held several meetings 
and subpoenaed all the theater owners 
and well known ticket scaleprs in the 
city. They failed to serve a summons 
upon Miss Florence Couthoui or Harry 
Waterfall who run the two largest 
ticket -agencies. A sergeant at arms 
reported that these two persons were 
always “eut of town” when 
called. 

‘All the brokers who appeared be- 
fore this committee testified that they 
can make a reasonable profit by charg- 
ing 50 cents premium on each ticket,” 
the report stated. “ But testimony has 
been presented to the effect that 
patrons of some theaters in Chicago 
have been charged as much as $2.20 
or $3.30 premium over the box office 
price.

They were the 
Romans of the American aborigines. 
Their home was in the valley of the 
Mohawk in New York, with the Mo- 
hawk tribe to the east by the Hudson 
and the Senecas to the west at Niagara,

No other waterway on the North 
American continent has seen such mil- 
itary action as has this stretch of river, 
lake, and portage between the har- 
bors,of Montreal and New York. 

The first American navy fought and 
lost its battle off Valcour Island in 
Lake Champlain under that most re- 
markable man, hero and traitor, Bene- 
dict..Arnold. That was when the 
American invasion of Canada, under- 
taken before the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence and while Boston was be- 
sieged, had proved a heroic winter fail- 
ure [to be reverted to in these 
articles], and whée in the retreat of 
1776 it seemed impossible for the sick 
and dispirited troops of the colonies to 
cover their withdrawal from Canada 
and to hold the lakes. 

The British won at Valcovr Island, 
but winning, they did not dare come 
farther south than Ctown Point. The 
Americans took refuge at Ticonderoga, 
where they held their ground. Carle- 
ton, the British commander, went back 
to Canada, and it was a year later 
that Burgoyne came down the same 
route ‘to be defeated at Saratoga.

woman, famed for her pulchritudinous 
fascination, who isn’t a beauty at ail.

There are 
hundreds of women who call in these 
skilled makeup them 
the finishing touches fof dinner, sup- 
per-danve ané ball. 

Those of us who have to do our 
own handpainting needn't be discour- 
aged, however, if we ‘are willing to 
accept Advice from those in a pusition 
to give it. Chiefly, women go wrung 
on makeup because of the light they 
operate under. Crowded living condi- 
tions frequently land the dressing ta- 
ble in the worst corner of the room, 
farthest from the window or from the 
electric light. 

For day wear the only way to make 
up properly is to stand immediately in 
front of a window facing the strony 
daylight and to use a hand mirror 
close up. This is the only way you 


can achieve a correct idea of the <“!or 
you are applying or of the manner 
in which you are applying it. The. 
shadow from electric lights or from 
draped windows too tricky to 
ble with for honest outdoor effect. | 

Another important item when you 
are facing this strong light is: Do not 
be eontent with a front view, soiel). 
A profile study of the rouge applics- 
tion may reveal a round patch on the 
cheek, sharply outlined, so that one 
sees exactly where the rouge begins 
and ends. And a successful rouging 
job requires, above all things, a blend- 
ing of the color into the skin, with — 
no trace of where the red begins ani 
ends. 

‘Rouge Under Powder. 


A third mistake commonly made is 
to apply powder before the makeup. 
Countless times I have observed wonm- 
en powdering the whole face and then 
rubbing rouge on top of the powdered 
cheek in circles of yarying size.’ The 
rouge woes on under the powder—not 
on top of it. And there is a whole 
set of rules about how to lay the rouge 
on in paths rather than in circles to

reduce cheeks, or make them appear 
fuller, to avoid calling attention tc 
hollow cheeks and to minimize length 
and breadth, generally. 

The ¢ontour of the face should be 
studied with a view to improving it, 
where necessary, «with the help of 
rouge. If the face; say, is broad, either 
fat or with large cheek and jaw bones, 
it can be narrowed by laying the most 
brilliant path of rouge near the nose. 
If the cheek bones are naturally promi- 
nent the eye is attracted to them un- 
mercifully if they are further high- 
lighted with red splotches. If the face 
is thin, narrow and long it can be made 
to appear less so by keeping the most 
brilliant rouge well back on the cheek 
and blending forward. 

One can get a better blending effect 
when the nngers are used instead of 
the rouge pad. Before rouge is used at 
all, you understand that a creaming of 
the. face is essential. Just a light 
creaming followed by a wiping off, so 
that the skin is simply flexible. And 
rouge put on in dots makes the blend- 
ing with the fingers easier. 

Rouge should not be allowed to go 
low on the cheeks, as this gives a 
sagging, aged and drawndown look. 


Painting the Lips. 


Grease paint foundations are ad- 
vised against for any but the profes- 
sional because movements of the fa- 
cial muscies tend to cause cracks 
such as actors and actresses find on 
their faces at the end of a performance. 
On the stage it is not noticeable, but 
on the street or under more intimate 
night surroundings it is. 

“In painting the lips the effect should 


-be to have the curves even, and to 


achieve this find exactly where the cen- 
ter of the upper one is located and 
work from there to each outer edge. 
Though your mouth may not be de- 
signed for a Cupid's bow effect, the 
fullest color must come in the center, 
anyway. 

If the lower lip is too full, rouge it 
lightly, and if you wish to reduce the 
size of a large mouth, stop the paint 
above the extreme edge of the lip and 
tone down at the corners so it blends 
into the natural color.

gette. Number one flower, shown 
today, is made of black georgette. One 
half of a yard is required either on 
the straight or bias of the material. 
The petals are left raw edged. There 
are sixteen of the large petals that 
measure four and one-fourth inches 
from top to point and four inches 


across the top of each petal. 


and sew on firmly. 

Next, add the fifteen petals on the 
second row and then add the sixteen 
large ones. Use a fine needle with a 
double sik thread the color of the 
georgette used. 

Shir up the top of the first row of 
petals. Pull up the thread until it is 
tight. Either tie or give it a firm stitch. 
Hold those shirred petals over a steam- 
ing tea kettle until thoroughly satu- 
rated with steam. After it is dry, pull 
out the shirring threads and you will 
have a row of crinkled petals. The 


silk thread is used instead of the cot- 
ton thread for shirring or basting on 
soft materials, ag when it is pulled out 
it does not leave a mark. A narrow 
bias strip of the georgette is wound 
tightly around the stem and finished 
off under the petals. A few stitches 
will help to hold it from getting loose. 

Number two is called the carpet rag 
It is made of bias cut strips, 
two and one-half inches wide on the 
selvage edge of the bias material used.

they were flapping, the indications of 
the hand would not reach the horse, or 
if they did they would arrive confused 
or in the form of awkward jerks. 
Two adjusted reins acting rearward 
together, equally should have the ef- 


' fect of slowing, stopping, or backing 


the horse. They are called direct 
reins. This action should be produced 
by fixing the hands and closing the 
fingérs; the elbows and hands should 
move the least possible to the rear. 
When one rein acts alone it has the 
effect, while provoking a retarding 
movement, of displacing the forehand, 
head, or neck or all, as indicated in 
the accompanying sketch. 


Accord of the Aids. 


Before seeking to regulate or reén- 
force the action of one rein or one leg 


by the other, one must be sure they do 
not contradict each other. If the right 
hand or leg acts, the left at first should 
give way to allow the right to produce 
its full effect; it resists if it is neces- 
sary to regulate the movement. With 
the reins held in one hand with the 
bearing rein™alone acting, the direct 
rein alone hangs loose at the moment 
of action. If the two reins then are 
not in accord, at least they do not con- 
tradict each other. 

The action of the hands and legs 
are opposed to each other in effect, 
therefore,’ when the legs act to in- 
crease speed the hands should give 
way—likewise, when the reins act to 
slow the gait the legs give way, then 
resist when it is necessary to limit the 
movement. This is called the accord 
of the aids.

Entertaining Drinking Vessels. 
Once at a dinner in an Italian home

little], “ Bevi Zio” (drink, uncle], and

Flavoring the Glass. 

The last halt of an ancient recipe 
for mint julep reads: “ Epicures rub 
the lips of the tumbler with a piece 
of fresh pineapple, and the tumbler 
itself is very cften incrusted outside 
with stalactites of ice. As the ice 
melts, you drink.” An epicure might 
rub the rim of his tumbler, containing 
a minted lemonade, with the fresh 
pineapple. The ancient bartenders. 
did a thing of this sort more deli- 
cate than hanging a slice or lobster 
shaped piece of lemon on a glass. A 
sugared and chilled and tender sprig 
of mint in a glass of lemonade—or 
sprigs—-make one draw a long breath 
in order to get their full aroma. 


Drinking Through a Straw. 

It grows increasingly entertaining 
to an investigator of the eating habits 
of the ancients to find how there is 
little that is new under the sun—just 
new adaptations—in the ways of eat- 
ing and drinking and getting food 
since the creation of man. Xenophon 
was born somewhere nearly 450 B. C., 
and it is a delight to read what he 
sets down about food in his writings. 
Among other things he says is that 
the Armenians lived in spacious under- 
ground houses in -»winter where they 
had abundant stores of wheat, barley, 
and vegetables, and where they kept 
also their sheep, goats, cattle, and 
poultry.

They drank the 
whole through a reed or straw so that 
they would not get these grains in their 
mouths. A straw today is most needetl 
ween a drink is partly solid. By the 
way, Xenophan’s Ten Thousand seem 
to have found this drink rather stréng, 
so they mixed it with water. 
A Thin Sirup. 

This is good flavored with fruit juice 
for the ice mushes, which we may 
call sherbets or granites: One pound 
of sugar and one quart of water. Put 
over fire and stir until sugar is dis- 
solved, then cook for fifteen minutes. 
If thoroughly cooked, this will keep 
for some time in summer without fer- 
menting. 

A Thicker Sirup for Beverages. 

The reason the drinks of the soda 
fountain often seem more delicious 
than those home mixed is because 
they are made with sirups. A drink 
made with a sirup has more body than 
one sweetened with dry sugar. One 
way to illustrate the difference be-| 
tween sugar and sirup sweetening is 
to compare an ice cream sundae with 
a sirup over it to one sprinkled with 
sugar. The latter thing is not done 


The qualities of a good hand are 
steadiness, lightness, softness and firm- 
ness. A steady hand is one free from 
useless movement. A light hand majn- 
tains the merest contact with the 
horse’s mouth. A soft hand gives 
support. A firm hand gives a frank 
decided bearing. Under no circum- 
stances should reins ever be jerked. 
The curb reins should be used the least 
possible. 

The hands should be independent 
with respect to the, movement of the 
body and legs. If the hands are well 
placed, separated as they should be, 
the nails face each other, the elbows 
come against the body naturally; in 
consequence, the shoulders fall back, 
the chest is free, and the head is 
easily raised. 

On the aaa hand, if the nails are 
down, the elbows have a tendency to 
fly out, the shoulders come forward, 
and close on the chest; the head fol- 
lows the movement of the shoulders, 
the eyes are lowered, while the but- 
tocks tend to slide to the rear. 


How to Use Weight. 

The weight (or balance) is used to 
supplement the action of the legs and 
hands. The weight of the body, by 
inclining the portion above the hips 
in the direction of desired movement 
acts to facilitate the obedience of the 
horse, and should be in accord with 
the effects produced by the legs and 
hands. The body inclination, by an- 
ticipating the sudden movement of 
the horse, also, enables the rider to 
retain his balance. 

The aids should always be applied 
intermittently; must be distinct and 
not confused; thus, being at the halt 
to move forward at the walk: Gather 
the horse (slight tension on reins and 
slight pressure of legs—as a signal to 
attract his attention and to prepare 
him to respond promptly), then slightly 
relax the fingers of the hand and use 
the legs and weight in combination as 
previously described, with quickly re- 
peated applications until the horse 
moves forward. 

Being at the walk to halt: Gather 
the horse and use direct reins inter- 
mittently and weight, until the horse

That great stretch of desert coun- 
try that reaches from San Antonio 
to Los Angeles favors this prickly pear 
above all plants. With its skin sealed 
airtight on the outside it can hold its 
moisture as can few others and live 
green and vigorous with little water. 
With its needle sharp thorns it scorns 
attack from browsing cattle or even 
the nibbling jackrabbit. It survives 
where most forms of life perish. 


Cattlemen through the decades have 


seen their herds die of starvation while 


back of the thorn covering of the 
prickly pear was much nourishing 
food. It remained for men of science, 
sent into these parts by the depart- 
ment of agriculture, to work out a 
plan for utilizing the stock food that 


First they tried grewing it under 
cultivation. This plant, whieh got along 
quite well where few others would 
live, grew to surprising size when the 
ground was plowed that the water 
might be let into the soil when the 
few rains of the years did come.

Simple furnishings of dignified char- 

acier are most suitable. The room 
sbould contain twin beds, and, if pos- 
sible, a day bed or chaise longue, so 
the guest may haye a little rest and 
privacy during the day.- Another es- 
sential provision for this room is tha 
of a desk. This should be fitted with 
all of the necessary equipment: station- 
ery, calendar, pens, ink, , blotters, 
stamps, and a dictionary. "A waste 
Lasket should be conveniently placed. 
Spanish furnishings strike a happy 
note in the guest room illustrated to 
eay. ‘Modern ideas of comfort are 
combined with the austerity of the 
Fpanish style. The plaster walls are 
tinted a warm, pinkish orange. Wood- 
‘work is stained walnut. At the win- 
dows are hangings of block printed 
linen, in a distinguished floral pattern 
cn a soft green ground. No glass cur- 
tains are used. The wide expanse of 
Plaster wall at the head of the beds is 
broken by a hanging of the same block 
linen. Between the beds is a little 
night table holding a lamp made of 
a Spanish pottery jar with a parch- 
ment shade decorated to match. Bed 
covers are made of a soft green striped 
tmaterial, piped with orange. 


A small Spanish desk is accompanied 
ty a chair with seat and back covered 
in a basket weave material, in mauve, 
green and blue. A large, comfortable 
arm chair is upholstered in a siriped 
hven with fine lines of black, green and 
old gold on a henna colored ground. 
Above a sturdy walnut chest hangs a 
tuirror in a plain walnut frame. Light- 
ing fixtures*are of wrought iron, and 
wrought iron poles are used for hang- 
_Jng the window draperies. Two color- 
ful Spanish rugs are used on the deep 
green floor. 
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Spanish furnishings strike a happy note in this guest room. 


Pleasingly restful with its quiet sim- 
Plicity is a guest room furnished with 
Sheraton pieces. A lattice paper of 
tlender, mauve colored leaves on an 
ivory ground covers the wal W ood- 
work is painted ivory. At the windows 
are ivory point d’esprit glass curtains. 
Draperies are made of a soft old blue 
taffeta, finished with narrow mauve 
ruffles. On the twin beds of Sheraton 
design are covers of the blue taffeta, 
piped with mauve and Sneed with 
raauve ruffles. 

A mirror in an oval frame hangs 
a small cormmode which stands 
bctween the beds. On the commode 
is a poreclain lamp with flowered silk 
shade which lights up most effectively. 
a pair of little Sheraton side chairs at 
the sides of the beds have seats uphol- 
tered in old blue satin, brocaded with 
small flowers. 

Placed near a window is a luxurious 
chaise longue doné in deep mauve dam- 
eck. It is accompanied by a graceful 
end table holding a blue glass lamp 
with a mauve shade and a set of smok- 
ing accessories. Above a little flat 
topped desk is a set of hanging shelves 
on which are placed a group of refer- 
ence books and a few interesting 
novels. The dressing table has a glass 
top under which a piece of blue brocade 
is stretched. Wool chenille rugs in 
deep mauve are used. 


American colonial furniture is used 
i: another charming guest room. Pale 
jnde pink paper with white polka dots 
covers the walls. The woodwork is 
pain white. At the windows are 
pink' net glass curtains dotted with 
white so that they match the wall 
paper. 
flowered semi-glazed chintz on a jade 
pink ground. They are finished with 
ruffles and deep rose rep. Covers on 
the twia four post beds.are made of 
the rep, with deep flounces of the 
covered flowered chintz at the sides. 
Beside each bed is a night stand hold- 
ing. an old fdshioned glass lamp, with 
an accordion plaited chintz shade. 

A large comfortable wing chair with 
mn butterfly table beside it is uphol- 
stered in the chintz. Placed beside 
ove of the windows, so that the light 
falls on it from the left, is a delight- 
ful little spinet desk with a ladder- 
back rush bottom chair. A lowboy, 
with a mirror hanging above it, makes 
tne dressing table. All of the furniture 
is maple. Colorful hooked rugs enliven 
the fleor, which is painted a deep 
taupe. 

~- 

-Amusingly different is a guest room 
dong in the modernist manner. The 
walls are French gray, decorated with 
large solid circles of gold and jade 
green. Woodwork is painted black, 


Draperies are made of gayly 


with a fine line of green to match the 
furniture. At the windows are long 
craw curtains of jade green sunfast, 
lined with French gray and finished 
with a narrow black binding. Covers 
vn the low twin beds match the draper- 
ics. A chaise longue and an arm chair 
fre upholstered in black, pipéd with 
jade green. Small extra cushions, in 
many bright colors, look like a great 
chaise longue: A brass desk set and 
brass smoking accessories on a low 
table fit admirably inio the general 
scheme of the room. Several gray fur 
rugs are used on the glossy black floor. 

Painted furniture may be used ap- 
Tropriately in the guest room. One 
lovely room I have seen has a set 
painted antiqued turquoise. It is 
fecorated in the Venetian manner, with 
tuuches of gold and floral motifs. In 
the m in which this set is placed 
the walls are a pale mauve and the 
woodwork fs a deep violet with a line 
of turquoise. At the windows are 
giass curtains of pale mauve silk 
gauze with overcurtains of the same 
material in dull turquoise. The over- 
curtains are caught back by gold cords. 
Covers for the beds are made of a. two- 
toned striped moire in mauve' A 
gemall sofa, placed between two win- 
dows, is upholstered in the same moiré, 
Fale lemon yellow silk makes lamp 
shades and shields.

that is not all golden. We can usually 
tell how near to an unpleasant event

If the trav- 


eler is in the midst of such an un- 


pleasant episode he or she is pretty | 


sure to be too fatigued to see any one. 
The interview will come through 4 


maid or a secretary or a judicious — 


press agent. 

Then, as the dangerous publicity 
fades into the distance the star grows 
sweeter and sweeter. 


For instance, when officlaldom was 
anxious td find out just why Mabel 
Normand ate peanuts in front of a 
certain home one eventful day, Miss 
Normand was exceedingly reticent on 
her Chicago stop-overs.

A Happy Illusion.

fascination, who isn’t a beauty at all. 
She has a standing daily appoint- 
ment with a beauty parlor operaior 
who knows her makeup game to the 
last drop on the eyelash. There are 
hundreds *of women who call in these 
skilled makeup artists to give them 
the finishing touches for dinner, sup- 
per-lanes anc ball 

Those of us who have to do our 
own handpainting needn’t be discour- 
aged, however, if we are willing to 
accept advice from those in a position 
to give it. Chiefly, women go wrong 
on makeup because of the light they 
operate under. Crowded living condi- 
tions frequently land the dressing ta- 
ble in the worst corner of the room, 
farthest from the window or from the 
electric light. 

For day wear the only way to make 
up properly is to stand immediately in 
front of a window fa@ing the strong 
daylight and to use a hand mirror 
close up. This is the only way you 
can achieve a correct idea of the color 
yott are applying or of the manner 
in which you are applying it. The 
shadow from electric lights or from 
draped windows is too tricky to gam- 
ble with for honest outdoor effect. 

Another important ffem when you 
are facing this strong light is: Do not 
be content with a front view, soiely. 
A profile study of the rouge applica- 
tion may reveal a round patch on the 
cheek, sharply outlined, so that one 
sees exactly where the rouge begins 
and ends. And a successful rouging 
job requires, above all things, a blend- 
ing of the color into the skin, with 
no trace of where the red begins and 
ends. 

Rouge Under Powder. 


A third mistake commonly made is 
to apply powder before the makeup. 
Countless times I have observed wom- 
en powdering the whole face and then 
rubbing rouge on top of the powdered 
cheek in circles of varying size. The 
rouge goes on under the powder—not 
on top of it. And there is a whole 
set of rules about how to lay the rouge 
on in paths rather than in circies to 


reduce cheeks, or make them appear 
fuller, to avoid calling attention to 
hf#ilow cheeks and to minimize length 
and breadth, generally. — 

The contour of the face should be 
studied with a view to improving it, 
where necessary, with the help of 
rouge. If the face, say, is broad, either 
fat or with large cheek and jaw bones, 
it can be narrowed by laying the most 
brilliant path of rouge near the nose. 
If the cheek bones are naturally promi- 
nent the eye is attracted to them un- 
mercifully if they are further high- 
lighted with red splotches. If the face 
is thin, narrow and long it can be made 
to appear less so by keeping the most 
brilliant rouge well back on the cheek 
and blending forward. | 

One can get a better blending effect 
when the ftingers are used instead of 
the rouge pad. Before rouge is used at 
all, you understand that a creaming of 
the face is essential. Just a light 
creaming followed by a wiping off, so 
that the skin is simply flexible. And 
rouge put on in dots makes the blend- 
ing with the fingers easier. 

Rouge should not be allowed to go 
low on the cheeks, as this gives a 
sagging, aged and drawndown look. 


Painting the Lips. 

Grease paint foundations are ad- 
vised against for any but the profes- 
sional because movements of the fa- 
cial muscles tend to cause cracks 
such as actors and actresses find on 


their faces at the end of a performance. |~_ 


On the stage it is not noticeable, but 
on the street or under more intimate 
night surroundings it is. 

In painting the lips the effect should 
be to have the curves even, and to 
achieve this find exactly where the cen- 
ter of the upper one is located and 
work from there to each outer edge. 
Though your mouth may not be- de- 
signed for a Cupid’s bow effect, the 
fullest color must come in the center, 
anyway. 

If the lower lip is too full, rouge it 
lightly, and if you wish to reduce the 
size of a large mouth, stop the paint 
above the extreme edge of the lip and 
tone down at the corners so it blends 
into the natural color.

There 
are sixteen ofithe large p<tals that 
measure four and one-four‘n inches 
from top to point and ‘our inches 


. @crdes the top of each petal. 


Curve in the top of the petal, as in 
a rose. The next row of petals is 
three inches long and two and one- 
half inches across the top of each petal. 
There are fifteen petals in this group. 

The third row has the same amount 
of petals as the second and the same 
measurements. 

To begin to make the flower, take a 
piece of soft lace wire six inches long, 
double the top down one inch, put sev- 
eral thicknesses of the georgette over 
this wire to make the padded center of 
the flower. Put the last fifteen petals 


described up around the covered wire also 


center. Lap the petals very closely 
and sew on firmly. 

Next, add the fifteen petals on the 
second row and then add the sixteen 


Shir up the top of the first row of 
petals. Pull up the thread until it is 
tight. Either tie or give it a firm stitch. 
Hold those shirred petals over a steam- 
ing tea kettle until thordughly satu- 
rated with steam. After it is dry, pull 
out the shirring threads and you will 
have a row of crinkled petals, The

silk thread is used instead of the cot- 
ton thread for shirring or basting on 
soft materials, as when it is pulled out 
it does not leave a mark. <A narrow 
bias strip of the georgette is wound 
tightly around the stem and finished 
off under the petals.

[' previous installments, of which 


this is the fifth, the rider has been 
placed in the eaddle, at the halt, 


in a position that it is believed 


» best favor the use of the aids. 

- eourse, it is understood that not being 
mechanical no two horses are identi- 

_ Cally the same, any more than we could 

» expect any two people to be identical. 

. For this reason no two riders will ride 
the same horse in exactly the same 
way. Notwithstanding, there are 
‘many fundamental principles which 
will apply to all horses and riders; it 
being largely a question of correct and 
proportionate application in order to 
produce the same results. The most 
important of these are the aids. 


The aids are the different means em- 
ployed by the rider to convey his de- 
sires or intentions to the horse. Th: 
aids, principally, may be divided intu 

‘. matural and artificial groups. The nat- 
ural aids are the legs, hands and 
weight. 
spur, the whip, the voice, the pat, the 
martingale, the longe, and all the other 
means of domination created by the 
industry and ingenuity of man to pro- 
Jong, strengthen, or take the place 
of his natural aids. 

The legs, generally speaking, contro! 
the lateral movement of the hind 
quarters and give the horse the (for- 
ward impulse. It is obviously nece:- 
sary to produce movement before 
movement can be directed and con- 
trolled. The legs should be fixed—tiiat 
‘is to say, close to and in light contact | 
with the horsé. They should be free 
from all involuntary motion and very 
steady in their actions. 

Avoiding ision. 

The fault opposed to fixity is swirs;- 
ing, which confuses the horse. When 
the pressure of both legs equally is in- 
creased the effect should be to move 
the horse forward; of producing the 
movement which the reins should di- 
rect. When. one leg acts alone, for 
example, the right, immediately in 
rear of the girth, it should have the 
result, while provoking the forward 
movement, of pushing the croup to 
the left. The horse gives away from 
leg pressure. If he hesitates to obey, 
act by little taps of the calf and cease 
as soon as he obeys. 


To teach a horse to respond to the 
legs: Dismoun 
girth on the 1 side, hold the near 
snaffie rein and with the thumb prod 
him immediately in rear of the girth, 
increasing the intensity until he moves 
his hind quarters a step or two to his 
‘right. Then reward him with a pat 
on the neck and:a handful of oats. 
Then mount, and producing slight ten- 
siorr on the reins, press the calf in 

' Pear of the girth in a similar manner 
as the thumb prod. ~ 

At first this should be attempted only 

a few times daily. Repeat the exer- 
cise on both sides. The importance’ 

of keeping the legs to the rear, as 
described in the third installment, ¢an- 
not be overestimated. They are the 
logical rudders for the horse as they 
control practically all of his body in 

*- rear of the forehand. They drive his 
hind legs up under him and assist him 
to start, back, stop, turn or jump. 


How to Use the Hands. 

The hands control the lateral move- 
ment of the forehand and check, halt, 
or back the horse. The hands through 
the reins and bits, act on the horse's 
mouth, head, neck and shoulders, and 

_ like the legs, they may act, resist or 
give way. They may even act, in- 
directly, on the hindquarters by giv- 
ing the shoulders such a position that 
his haunches are obliged to change 
direction. This is called opposing the 

_ shoulders to the haunches. For exact 
effects the reins must remain ad- 
justed and stretched during work; if

they were flapping, the indications of 
the hand would not reach the horse, or 
if they did they would arrive confused 
or in the form of awkward jerks. 

Two adjusted reins acting rearward 
together, equally should have the ef- 
fect of slowing, stopping, or backing 
the’ horse. They are called direct 
reins. This action should be produced 
by fixing the hands and closing the 
finfers; the elbows and hands should 
move the least possible to the rear. 
When one rein acts alone it has the 
effect, while provoking a retarding 
movement, of displacing the forehand, 
head, or neck or all, as indicated in 
the accompanying sketch. 

Accord ‘of the Aids. 

Before seeking to regulate or reén- 

force the actioh of one rein or one leg 


by the other, one must be sure they do 
not contradict each other. If the right 


hand of leg acts, the left at first should 


give way to allow the right to produce 
its full effect; it resists if it is neces- 
sary to regulate the movernrent. With 
the reins held in one hand with the 
bearing rein alone acting, the direct 
rein alone hangs loog at the moment 
of action. If the two reins then are 
not in accord, at least they do not con- 
tradict each other. 

The action of the hands and legs 
are opposed to each other in effect, 
therefore, when the legs act to in- 
crease speed the hands should give 
way—likewise, when the reins act to 
slow the gait the legs give way, then 
resist when it is necessary to limit the 
movement. This is called the accord 
of the aids.

How to Use Weight. 

The weight (or balance) is used to 
supplement the action of the legs and 
hands.. The weight of the body, by 
inclining the portion above the hips 
in the direction of desired movement 
acts to facilitate the obedience of the 
horse, and should be in accord with 
the effects produced by the legs and 
hands. The body inclination, by an- 
ticipating the sudden movement of 
the horse, also, enables the rider to 
retain his balance. 

The aids should always be applied 
intermittently; must be distinct and 
not confused; thus, being at the halt 
to move forward at the walk: Gather 
the horse (slight tension on reins and 
slight pressure of legs—as a signal to 
attract his attention and to prepare

The Ginger Stinger. 

The mixing of odors and juices in. 
drinks is a nice business, and I*am . 
fond of telling of this experiment tried 
on a willing taster. First, a cup of, 
boiling water was poured over a dozen | 
sprigs of mint, allowed to stand five 
minutes, and drained off. Then a little | 
lime juice was added to part of it. It 
had the daintiest of aromas, but not 
much character, when it was sweet- 
ened to taste. To the other part was 
added orange juice and the mint flavor 
was almost lost, but when a few drops 
of lemon juice were added out came the 
mint flavor, stronger than in these 
others. So when your drink lacks 
character, no matter how fine the fruit 
juices and dainty the flavors, add some 
drops of lemon juice, but again we say 
be careful if you do not want to turn 
it into what may correctly be called a 
lemonade, because the lemon flavor 
leads all the others. 

To call ginger a “stinger” is to 
adopt the name from an English “ tem- 
perance drink” containing as much 
cayenne pepper as ginger, so that the 
latter was really the stinger, but there 
is something so clean and cool about 
the sharpness or sting of ginger that 
we like to use that characterization of 
it.. The quite modern combination of 
ginger ale over ice cream, which is so 
highly appreciated—it is really 2 
ginger ice cream soda to which a little 
sirup may be added, as well as the ice 
cream and ginger ale—owes its popu- 
larity to a slight sting.

JUMPER frock is both pseful

kasha, one of the heavier crépes, or 
linen, or silk broadcloth. It is cut in 
two pieces, and in the front is a deep 


-“V" opening. After the seams have 


been finished, finish the neck and arm- 
holes with an inside or outside fitted 
facing or binding, hem it by hand 
across the bottom, and set in the pock- 
ets. It isa good way, in making these 
pockets, to baste «+ straight strip of 
the material over the basting, marking 
the slash and then marking the strip 
with the basting for the slash, also. 
Stitch close to this basting on both 
sides, and across the ends, and then 
cut through both thicknesses exactly 
on the basting. 

Make tiny clips at the end so that 
the strip may be turned to the wrong 
side of the dress without puckering. 


Let the strip show as a binding on the 


right side, baste down all around and 
press well. Sew one of the pocket 
pieces to the upper edge of the strip, 
and one to the bottom edge. Then 
sew the pocket together in a seam 
down the sides and across the bottom. 
Overcast the pocket opening together 
in loose, large stitches and leave them 
th until the dress is finished. 


The fullness on the shoulders is a 


‘ becoming feature and prevents that 


“drawn " look over the bust one some- 
times sees. / 

The blouse is finished across the bot- 
tom with a casing for elastic, and at 
the neck in the front it is slashed, and 
the edges bound. This slashed place 
makes it possible to slip over the head. 


* Pattern No. 702 is for a pretty dress 
for a young girl. Taffeta, crépe, chal- 
lis or most wash materials will be suit- 
able and the bottom of the dress and 
dleeves may be picoted, bound or faced, 
as fancy dictates. Both front and back 
are slashed at the sides at the hip 
line, and the lower slashed edge gath- 
éred and stitched to the upper slashed 
édge. This gives the needed fullness 
to the skirt. The drop shoulders form 
fhe short sleeves, and the neck and 
Slashed opening are finished with a 
binding. 
‘* The seams where the dress is slashed 
at the sides could be covered with 
some smal) embroidery design in cross 
stitch or in the laid work, and the 
same design could be used each side of 
the slashed opening at the neck.

There are 
hundreds of women who call in these 
skilled makeup artists to give inem 
the finishing touches for dinner, sup- 
per-danve ane ball. 

Those of us who have to do our 
own handpainting needn't be discour- 
aged, however, if we are willing to 
accept advice from those in a position 
to give it. Chiefly, women go wrung 
on makeup because of the light they 
operate under. Crowded living condi- 
tions frequently land the dressing ta- 
ble in the worst corner of the xoorn, 
farthest from the window or from the 
electric light. | 

- For day wear the only way to make 
up properly is to stand immediately in 
front of a window, facing the strony 
<jiaylight and to use a hand mirror 
close up. This is the only way you 
can achieve a correct idea of the c“Jor 
you are applying or of the manner 
in which you are applying it. The 
shadow from electric lights or frum 
draped windows is too tricky to gam- 
ble with for honest outdoor effect. 


Another important item when you 
are facing this strong light is: Do not 
be content with a front view, soiely. 
A profile study of the rouge applica- 
tion may reveal a round patch on the 
cheek, sharply outlined, so that one 
sees exactly where the rouge begivs 
and ends. And a successful rougin 
job requires, above all things, a blend- 
ing of the color into the skin, with 
no trace of where the red begins ani 
ends. 

Rouge Under Powder. 


A third mistake commonly made is 
to apply powder before the makeup. 
Countless times I have observed wom- 
en powdering the whole face and then 
rubbing rouge on top of the powdered 
cheek in circles of varying size. The 
romge goes on under the powder—nzot 
ontop of it. And there is a. whcele 
set of rules about how to lay the rouge’ 
oh in faths rather than in circles to 


Lipstick. 


reduce cheeks, or make them appear 


fuller, to avoid calling attention tc 
hollow cheéks and to minimize length 
and breadth, generally. _ 

The contour of the face should be 
studied with a view to improving it, 
where necessary, with the help of 
rouge. If the face, say, is broad, either 
fat or with large cheek and jaw bones, 
it can be narrowed by laying the most 
brilliant path of rouge near the nose. 
If the cheek bones are naturally promi- 
nent the eye is attracted to them un- 
mercifully if they are further high- 
lighted with red splotches. If the face 
is thin, narrow and long it can be made 
to appear less so by keeping the most 
brilliant rouge well back on the cheek 
and blending forward. 

One can get a better blending effect 
when the fingers are used instead of 
the rouge pad. Before rouge is used at 
all, yoy understand that a creaming of 
the face is essential. Just a light 
creaming followed by a wiping off, so 
that the skin is simply flexible. And 
rouge put on in dots makes the blend- 
ing with the fingers easier. 

Rouge should not be allowed to go 
low on the cheeks, as this gives a 
sagging, aged and drawndown look. 


* Painting the Lips. 

Grease paint foundations are ad- 
vised against for any but the profes- 
sional because movements of the.- fa- 
cial muscles tend to cause cracks 
such as actors and actresses find on 
their faces at the end of a performance.

This Article Discusses 
the Aid by Which 
the Rider Conveys His 
Commands to the 


Horse. 


previous installments, -of which 
this is the fifth, the rider has bean 
placed in the saddle, at the halt, 
in a position that it is believ@i will 
best favor the use of the aids. Of 
course, it is understood that not being 
mechanical no two horses are identi- 
cally the é, any more than we could 
expect any two people to be identical. 
For this reason no two riders will ride 
the same horse in exactly the same 
‘way. Notwithstanding, there are 
many fundamental principles which 
will apply to all horses and riders; it 
being largely a question of correct and 
proportionate application in order to 
produce the same results. The most 
important of these are the aids. , 


The aids are the different means em- 
ployed by the rider to comyey his de-. 
Sires or intentions to the horse. The 
aids, principally, may be divided intv 
natural and artificial groups. The nat- 
ura] aids are the legs, hands and 
weight. The artificial aids are the 


-gpur, the whip, the voice, the pat, the 


martingale, the longe, and all the other 
means of domination created by the 
industry and ingenuity of man to pro- 
long, strengthen, or take the place 


of his natural aids. 


The legs, generally speaking, control 
the lateral movement of the hind 
quarters and give the horse the for- 
ward impulse. It is obviously neces- 
sary to produce movement before 
movement can be directed and con- 
trolled. The legs should be fixed—tia:z 
is to say, close to and in light contact 
with the horse. They should be free 
from all involuntary motion and vary 
steady in their actions. 


Avoiding Con‘ ision. 


The fault opposed to fixity is swirs- 
ing, which confuses the horse. When 
the pressure of both legs equally is in- 
creased the effect should be to move 
the horse forward; of producing the 
movement which the reins should di- 
rect. When one leg acts alone, for 
example, the right, immediately in 
rear of the girth, it should have the 
result, while provoking the forward 
movement, of pushing the croup to 
the left. The horse gives away from 
‘leg pressure. If he hesitates to obey, 
act by litiie’"taps of the calf and cease 
as soon as he obeys. 


To teach a horse to respond to the 
legs: Dismounted, stand opposite the 
girth on the left bide, hold the near 
snaffle rein and with the thumb prod 
him immediately in rear of the girth, 
increasing the intensity until he moves 
his hind quarters a step or two to his 
right. Then reward him with a pat 
on the neck and a handful of oats. 
Then mount, and producing slight ten- 
sion on the reins, press the calf in 
rear of the girth in a —— manner 
as the thumb prod. 


At first this should be ieeeehad only 
a few times daily. Repeat the exer- 
cise on both sides. The importance 
of keeping the Jegs to the rear, as 
described in the third installment, can- 
not be overestimated. They are the 
logical rudders for the horse as they 
control practically all of his body in 
rear of the forehand. They drive his 
hind legs up under him and assist him 
to start, back, stop, turn or jump. 


How to Use the Hands. 


The hands control the lateral move- 
ment of the forehand amd check, halt, 
or back the horse. The hands through 
the reins and bits, act on the horse's 
mouth, head, neck and shoulders, and 
like the legs, they may act, resist or 
give way. They may even act, in- 
directly, on the hindquarters by giv- 
ing the shoulders such a position that 


his haunches are obliged to change 


direction. This is called opposing the 
shoulders to the haunches. For exact 
effects the reins must remain ad- 
justed and stretched during work; if

they were flapping, the indications of 
the hand would not reach the horse, or 
if they did they would arrive confused 
or in the form of awkward jerks. 


Two adjusted reins acting rearward 
together,;equally should have the ef- 
fect of slowing, stopping, or backing 
the horse. They are called direct 
reins. This action should be produced 
by fixing. the hands and closing the 
fingers; the elbows and hands should 
move the least possible to the 
When one rein acts alone it has the 
effect, while provoking a retarding 
movement, of displacing the forehand, 
head, or neck or all, as indicated in 
the accompanying sketch. 


Accord of the Aids. 


Before seeking to regulate or reén- 
force the action of one rein or one leg 


| by the other, one must be sure they do 


not contradict each other. If the right 
hand or leg acts, the left at first should: 
give way to allow the right to produce 
its full effect; it resists if it is neces- 
sary to regulate the movement. With 
the reins held in one hand with the 
bearing rein alone acting, the direct 
rein alone hangs loose.at the moment 
of action. If the two reins then are 
not in accord, at least they do not con- 
tradict each other. 

The action of the hands and legs 
are opposed to each other in effect, 
therefore, when the legs act to in- 
crease speed thé hands shogjd give 
way—likewise,. when the’ reins act to 
slow the gait the legs give way, then 
resist when it is necessary to limit the 
movement. This is called the accord 
of the aids.

HY the up to ycur health and

ments and sayings, in equip- 
ment and accessory, is hard to say, but 
it was. Mad mischief an the court- 
ing of disaster has s2emingly inspired 
men to the most capital exercise of 
wit and brilliancy, while perhaps an 
Emerson was telling folk that they 
should live on so low a plane that air 
would excite them and they could get 
intoxicated on water, and Plato some 
2,000 years earlier also made remarks 
cousin to this. 2 

It is not that it could not be done 
—we have nothing to show that the 
immortally famous nectar of the gods 
was alcoholic—it simply has not been, 
or at any rate to the notable extent 
that strong drinks have been praised 
and thought necessary to stimulate 
wit, friendship and love. The history 
of the wine cup alone from pocula 
to stein—we are using wine figura- 
tively, and know that it was Gam- 
brinus who invented the liquid for the 
stein—what a vocabulary it takes to 
- understand it! If specimens of the 
glasses alone could be had from the 
days when Rome from her throne of 
beauty ruled the world, perhaps with 
some of the other accompaniments, 
they would fill a museum. 

At any rate we have some of the 
Roman words used. A crater was a 
large vessel in which to mix the wine 
“with water, from which it was dipped 
with @ cyathus, “a small vessel con- 
taining mot quite two ounces.” The 
poculam, plura) pocula, was the gen- 
eral drinking cup. The bea!:-> or gob 
let was a calix—did the flower calix 
come from it, or it.from the flower? 

there was the expensive patera 


[we get our potation here], 
potor was the Grinker until he got 
fuddied, and then he was the “po 
tator.” ._By the way, «ne of the Koman 
drinking vessels was without foot or 
handle, and was used by two people, 
*“conbibos.”’ 

But to take a leap across time, we 
may come tothe “little brown jug” 


of the Yankee hay field. It contained 
“ switchel,”” which was nothing but a 
mixture of ginger, molasses and some- 
times vinegar, well diluted with wai.r 
to taste, workingmen even to this 
day having an idea that plain water 
is not good,for them. An ice man 
who was thirsty, when given a drink 
of water not long ago, said it was not 
good for him. 


Entertaining Drinking Vessels. 

Once at a dinner in an Italian home 
the sour wine, a cup of it, was served 
in what we would call pitchers of 
majolica. Each of these had on them 
words of invitation like “ Bevi Cara” 
{drink, dear], “Bevi Poco” [drink a 
little], Bevi Zio” {drink, uncle}, and 
“Bevi Zia” [drink, aunt]. Perfect 
replicas of these could be purchased 
in the “Eternal City,” which do not 
hold half a teaspoon but reflect a 
pleasant sentiment just the same. 

Of course, many a mischievous leg- 
end has been put upon drinking cups. 
Perhaps you have seen those curious 
things with a neck full of holes which 
has the inscription: “To drink and 
not to spill will try the utmost of your 
skill.” It will, but it is good fun to try. 


Flavoring the Glass. 

The last half of an ancient recipe 
for mint julep reads: “ Epicures rub 
the lips of the tumbler with a piece 
of fresh pineapple, and the tumbler 
itself is very often incrusted outside 
with stalactites of ice. As the ice 
melts, you drink.” An epicure might 
rub the rim of his tumbler, containing 
a minted lemonade, with the fresh 
pineapple. The ancient bartenders 
did a thing ofthis sort more deli- 
cate than hanging a slice or lobster 
shaped piece of lemon on a glass. A 
sugared and chilled and tender sprig 
of mint nm a giass of lemonade—or 
sprigs—make one draw a long breath 
in order to get their full aroma. 


_ Drinking Through a Straw. 

It grows increasingly entertaining 
to an itivestigator of the eating habits 
@ the ancients to find how there is 
little that is new under the sun—just 
new adaptations—in the ways of eat- 
ing and drinking and getting food 
since the creation of man. Xenophon 
was born somewhere nearly 450 B. C., 
and it is a delight read what he 
“sets Gown about f in his writings. 
Among other things he says is that 
the Armenians lived in spacious under- 
ground houses in winter where they 
had abundant stores of wheat, barley, 
and vegetables, and where they kept 
also their sheep, goats, cattle, and 
poultry. But note this: They had 
beer in jars which they sucked 
through a reed when thirsty. This 
weer was made of bariey and the

grains were left in it. They nin the 
whole through a reed or straw so that 
they would not get these grains in their 
mouths. A straw today is most needed 
warn a drink is partly solid. By the 
way, Xenophon’s Ten Thousand seem 
to have found this drink rather strong, 
so they mixed it with water. 
A Thin Sirup. 

This is good flavored with fruit juice 
for the ice mushes, which we may 
call sherbets or granites: One pound 
of sugar and one quart of water. Put 
over fire and stir until sugar is dis- 
solved, then. cook for fifteen minutes. 
If thoroughly cooked, this will keep 
for some time in summer without fer- 
menting. 

A Thicker Sirup for Beverages. 

The reason the drinks of the soda : 
fountain often seem more delicious 
than those home mixed is because 
they are made with sirups. A drink 
made with a sirup has more body than 
one sweetened with dry sugar. One 
way to illustrate the difference be- 
tween sugar and sirup sweetening is 
to compare an ice cream sundae with 
a sirup over it to one sprinkled with 
The latter thing is not done 
and drinks are not really half as good 
when this is done to them. This makes 
a good beverage sirup and is a wni- 
versal formula: Two cups sugar, two 
cups water or fruit juice. This is the 
proportion used for making raspbé@rry 
shrub from e vinegar which has. 
stood over raspberries. The sugar 
must be completely dissolved before 
the liquid boils to prevent early crys- | 
tallization. Then boil to 220 degrees, 
or a bit higher. 

Sipping Sherbets. 

Fruit juices and water half frozen 
have been a summer drink for a long 
time. In the Italian slums to this 
day we find lemon juice diluted till no 
sweetening of it is required—and be- 
yond even that—and frozen to a mush, 
and greatly appreciated because cold. 
It is sherbet of a sort, or a “ granite.” 

In one of Lady Wortley Montagu’s 
letters, dated 1717, she tells of being 
entertained by a Turkish woman who 
gave her a dinner of fifty dishes of 
ineat which were placed on the table 
one at a time, with knives of gold and | 
hafts set in diamonds. “The ~ 
cloth and napkins,” she says, “ 
all of tiffany, which were spoiled with | 
the using, although so costly.”

~ “On the other hand, if the nails are | 
down, the elbows have a tendency to 


fly out, the shoulders come forward, 
and close on the chest; the head fol- 
lows the movement of the shoulders, 
the eyes are lowered, while the but- 
tocks tertd to slide.to the rear. 


_ How to Use Weight. - 

The weight (or balance) is used to 
supplement the action of the legs and 
hands. The weight of the body, by 
inclining the portion above the hips 
in the direction of desired movement |: 


acts to facilitate the obedience of the 
horse, and should be in accord with 
the effects produced by the legs and 
hands. The body inclination, by an- 
ticipating the sudden movement of 
the ‘horse, also, enables the rider to 
retain his balance. 

The ai@m should always be applied 
intermittently; must be distinct and 
not confused; thus, being at the halt 
to move forward at the walk: Gather 
the horse (slight tension on reins and 


Slight, pressure of legs—as a signal to 


attract his atfention and to prepare 
him to respond promptly), then slightly 
relax the fingers of the hand and use 
the legs and weight in combination as 
previously described, with quickly re- 
peated applications until the horse 
moves forward.

SN’T it odd that man, by dint of 
using his head, should have found 
@ way to make use of even so for- 
bidding a child of nature as the 
Prickly pear of the west! 

That great stretch of desert coun- 
“try that reaches from San Antonio 


to Los Angeles favors this prickly pear 


above all plants. With its skin sealed 
airtight on the outside it can hold its 
‘moisture as can few cthers and live 
#reen and vigorous with little water. 
Ww ith its needle sharp thorns it scorns 
Attack from browsing cattle or even 
the nibbling jackrabbit. It survives 
“where most forms of life perish. 

* Cattlemen through the decades have 
geen their herds die of starvation while 
back of the thorn covering of the 
prickly pear was much nourishing 
‘food. It remained for men of science, 


; gent into these parts by the depart- 


ment of agriculture, to work out a 
‘plan for utilizing the stock food that 
day in this plant. 

. First they tried growing it under 
Cultivation. This plant, which got along 
quite well where few others would 


_ ‘live, grew to surprising size when the 


ground was plowed that the water 
might be let into the soil when the 
few rains of the years did come. Cul- 
tivated prickly pears grew ten times 


as fast as those that were a 


vated. 
. The crop was planted somewhat as 
is sugar cane—by laying the joints in 


_@ furrow. They took root and grew. 


They went right on growing summer 


‘to give the stock what food they are 


and winter. They yielded from 20 to 
50 tons of cattle food to the acre 

There remained but the problem of 
how it was to be used. Then some one 
thought of a novel scheme—that of 
using a blowpipe and burning the 


thorns off. This scheme was tried. It 


was found that it worked well. After 
the flame of the blowpipe was passed 
— the thorns of a plant those thorns 
had disappeared. The cattle soon 
discovered the miracle and fell on the 
singed plants and devoured them. 


So was a way found for growing 


a new forage crop, or at least for mak- 
ing use in an emergency of nature’s 
crop here in the southwest. The prick- 


ly pear grows year after year. If} 


it is needed it can be singed and thus 
fed to the cattle. If it is not needed 
it remains green and keeps growing. 
If it is not used for ten years none of 
its growth will be wasted. It is 
stored fodder, but it needs no barn. 
Finally the time of need comes. The 


ranchman goes out with his torch and 


burns the thorns off cf one row of 
prickly pears. That ‘is the ration for 
his stock for the day. They fall to 
and eat-up that row. 

But the reserve food supply , they 
cannot touch. On the morrow ‘more 
thorns are singed. It is easier thus 


to have than it would be if they were 
being fed hay which must be pitched 
down from the stack and hauled. out 
to them. The prickly pear, in fact, 
has certain advantages over even 
clover as a food for cattle. A

That great stretch of desert coun- 
try that reaches from San Antonio 
to Los Angeles favors this prickly pear 
above all plants. . With its skin sealed

moisture as can few others and live 
green and vigorous with little water. 
With its needle sharp thorns it scorns 
attack from browsing cattle or even 
the nibbling jackrabbit. It survives

' “ge@en their herds die of starvation while

food. It remained for men of science, 
sent into these parts by ‘the depart- 
ment of agriculture, to work out a 
plan for utilizing the stock food that 
lay in this plant. 

First they: tried growing it under 
cultivation. This plant, which got along 
quite well where few others. would 


ne live, grew to surprising size when the 
ground was plowed that the water 


, might be let into the soil when the 
. few rains of the years did come. Cul- 


\ tivated prickly pears grew ten times 


As fast as those that were not culti- 


dud 

“Whe crop was planted somewhat as 
sugar cane—by laying the joints in 
“furrow. They took root and grew. 


“(They went right on growing summer 


and winter. They yielded jem 20 to 
50 tons of cattle food to the acre. 

There remained but the problem of 
how it was to be used. Then some one 
thought of a novel scheme—that of 
using a blowpipe and burning the 
thorns off. This scheme was tried. It 
was found that it worked well. After 
the flame of the blowpipe was passed 
over the thorns of a plant those thorns 
had disappeared. The cattle soon 
discovered the miracle and fell on the 
singed plants and devoured them. 

So was a way found for growing 
a new forage crop, or at least for mak- 
ing use in an emergency of nature’s 
crop here in the southwest. The prick- 
ly pear grows year after year. If 
it is needed it can be singed and thus 
fed to the cattle. If it is not needed 
it remains green and keeps growing. 
If it is not used for ten years none of 
its growth will be wasted. It is 
stored fodder, but it needs.no barn. 
Finally the time of need comes. The 
ranchman goes out with his torch and 
burns the thorns off of one row of 
prickly pears. That is the ration for 
his stock for the day. They fall to 
and eat up row. 

But the reserve food supply they 
cannot touch. On the morrow more 
thorns are singed. It is easier thus 
to give the stock what food they are 
to have than it would be fr they were 
being fed hay which must be pitched 
down from the stack and hauled out 
to them. The prickly pear, in fact, 
has certain aflvantages over even red 
clover as a food for cattle.

ILAN, Italy.—[{Special Correspondence.]—They an- 
nounced a performance of Bolto’s “Nerone” at La 
Scala the other night, but during the day green slips 
. were pasted over the announcements in front of the 
theater saying the opera had been postponed and the 
theater would be dark that night. As, not more than 200 
: of the audience saw the announce- 
ment, the other 2,000 came down 
that night, found fhey were to be 
disappointed, and ‘turned around 
and went back home without say- 
ing a word. 
It would probably have started 
a young riot around the Audi- 
torium, but here they knew their 
tickets would be made good some 


for that time. They are docile 
over such things, whatever they 
may be if the perférmance does 
not suit them; but it was a disap- 
pointment to us, fom “ Nerone”’ 
has been talked abopt as one of 
the things La Scala really does 
when it tries,to spread itself on a 
scenic production. 

The newspapers next day said 
the postponement was due to the 
indisposition of the Baritone, Celestino Sarobe, but gossip 
around the streets puts a somewhat different angle on the 
story. According to the verbal account, Sarobe came here to 
sing the part, having sung it about 300 times in other Italian 
opera houses. He went tq rehearsal and met with the 
prompt disapproval of Toscanini, who expressed himself 
pithily, not. to say pungently. They tell me Toscanini, ‘who 
was most gracious and charming when I was introduced to 
him a few nights ago, is in full command of a tongue war- 
ranted to strip the hide off the luckless person who makes 
the same mistake more than once in rehearsal.

A few 
hours later he was summoned on a matter of .costumes, and 
was not to be found, nor has he been seen since. Apparently 
he got panicky when he remembered what Toscanini had 
sdid to him, and quietly disappeared, without saying any- 
. thing to anybody. No other baritone could be located at 
ghort notice to take his place, and so the performance was 
canceled. Of course, this means that Sarobe is through for 
the rest of his life as far as La Scala is concerned. 

During a perfortnance of “ Tosca’’—not the one we saw, 
but ene a few nights before—some one on the stage got 
tangled in “his signals and lowered the curtain too soon in 
the secong act, just about the time that Tosca was placing 
the candles around the recently deceased Scarpia. As soon 
as he could leave the orchestra, Toscanini, blazing with 
wrath, started for the back of the stage, but by the time 
he got there that particular curtain man had left the 
. theater; and he, too, has not been seen around Milan since. 
At last accounts he was down. in the heel of Italy and pre- 
pared to swim further séuth across the Mediterranean if 
necessary—anything as long as he can avoid personal contact 
with Toscanini. 

Evidently it is the iron hand and at times not too much 
of the velvet glove that makes La Scala what it is—that and 
the attitude of the patrons, who like that sort of thing and 
would not be satisfied with anything else. 

Apart from opera, there is not much music in Milan. 
Apparently thére is only one symphony orchestra in all 
Italy, the Augusteo of Rome, conducted by Molinari. Occa- 
sionally Toscanini gives a concert on a special occasion with 
the orchestra of La Scala, but he has not done so since I 
have beén here, and there is mo present indication that he 
plans such a thing—though, as the announcements seldom 
go up more than two days in advance, something of the 
sort might happen at almost any time. There are a few 
oceasional recitals here and there, but they seem to try to 
Keep themselves as secret as possible. 
ltaly Has a Fondness for Jazz. 

‘-In thé two years since my former visit, however, Italy 
has retained its fondness for jazz, and has begun to solve 
pome of its secrets, though not all of them. The orchestra 
in this hotel is probably one of the worst in the history of 
all music when it comes to popular tunes, but I have met 
with a few American pianos equipped with American auto- 
matic playing devices and American jazz records—new ones

often with voluptuous eloquence, he has actually accepted 
_ ‘The reason is not far to seek, Every publisher knows, 
by long and bitter experience, that the books which critics 
} praise commonly lose him money. This, of course, is not be- 
cause they are incompetent to distinguish sound literature 
from bad: ag a matter of fact, the critics of the United States, | 
taking one with another, show quite as much professional 
competence as the osteopaths, the psychical researchers, or 
the investment bankers. The trouble is that sound literature, 
as such fanciers understand it, is not often very profitable— 
that a publisher who,confined himself to it would quickly 


end in bankruptcy. Ino to print enough of it to salve his 
conscience he must also do a great deal of less juicy and

Thus publishers are somewhat wary of the advice of 
critics, who tend inevitably to forget printers’ and advertising 
bills in their enthusiasm for new literary delicatessen. No 
sensible publisher ever hires a critic as his literary adviser. 
If he did so his list of publications would look like the table 
of contents of the Dial. No; he hires a Rotarian, and prefer- 
ably one with experience in the automobile supplies business. 
Thus he becomes highly solvent and even rich, and is able, 
_when a Cabell or Hergesheimer comes along, to take a chance. 

* 

But it is one thing to say all this, and quite another thing 
to argue that the new author of genuine merit is barred out— 
that the gates of the publishers are closed to him. They are 
actually wide open—so long as he doesn’t handicap himself 
by approaching them with letters from critics in his pocket. 
The publishers’ readers are practical and horny-handed men, 
but there is a touch of wild romance in every one of them. 
It is the discovery of honest trade goodg that pays their sal- 
aries and preserves their jobs, but it is the discovery of mas- 
terpieces that thrills them, They dream nightly of the pearl . 
of great price. When one of them unearths such a pearl, 
news of it flies all over the publishing world in half an hour, 
as news of the arrival a rum ship spreads among 
booticians. 

Thus the young author need not;fear that he will be neg- 
lected—so long, to repeat, as he does not raise up a preju- 
dice against his masterpiece by engaging a critic to commend 
it. It will be examined with care, and if it shows any honest 
‘merit at all, it will be read to the end. If it is not, it will 
not be because publishers’ readers are recreant to their trust, 
but simply because they have skill at their trade, and are 
quite able to detect a bad egg without eating all of it. 

The signs of a bad MS., indeed, are almost as plain as 
those of a bad egg. There is something about its general ap- 
| pearance that instantly alarms the experienced reader—some- 
thing hard to describe, but nevertheless quite real. So he 
reads the first page: it is, as he expected, flabby stuff.

politeness, but still enough. When, however, it comes in with 
a letter from some eminent critic, or from the editor of an- 
other. magazine, or from one of the editor’s private friends, 
it must have a personal letter—and writing such personal 
letters is extremely exhausting, not only to the intellect but 
also to the temper. 

Naurally enough, no sane editor likes to write them, and 
so it is no wonder that every editor, when he encounters a 
MS. accompanied by encomiums, is instantly prejudiced 
against it. There is, indeed, no surer way for a young author 
to get his MS. rejected and himself disliked. If its normal 
chances of rejection are 100 to 1—as they are in most maga: 
zine offices—then a letter from a critic, especially if it be 
long or handwritten, incheases them to at least 1,000 to 1. 
In the course of many years spent in magazine offices, in 
fact, I have never heard of such a MS. getting into print. 
To expect it to be accepted is to-ask far too much of human 
nature. cha 
But the most fatal of all letters is one from another edi-. 
ter. Many editors write such letters in order to get rid of ap- 


wives, pastors, or bootleggers. “It lies outside the field of my 
own magazine,”’ they say, *“‘ but Mr. Blank of the Boil, will un- 
doubtedly be glad to have it.” Such letters are sometimes 
written as practical jokes on friends in the craft; more often, 
perhaps, they are employed to pay off grudges. In either 
case the poor author is the goat. His MS. goes back to him 
at once, unread, and his name goes on. the office blacklist, 
along with those of the lady authors who perfume their MSS. 
* 

Well, then, how is a young author to reach editors? By 
the simplest of devices. Let him type his MS. on sound 
white paper, thick enough to conceal the page below, let him 
have a well inked ribbon on his typewriter, let him write his 
name and address plainly at the top of the first page, and then 
let him send his MS. to the editor he has chosen, without any

The question of copyrights in the 
musie and literary fields is a highly 
involved one.

VENTILATION IS 
VITAL IN GARAGE 
JOINED TO HOME 


In the garage attached to the house 
ventilation is an important feature. 
Most cities today include in their 


‘ building ordinances requirements that 


such have forced ventilation 
and, even though one lives in a com- 
munity where requirements are not so 
strict, it is a wise precaution to have 
the garage equipped with the mechan- 
ical means of removing fumes. Many 
fumes of a highly deleterious nature 
originate in garages where cars are 
kept. 

An entry between the garage and 
any room in the house is a wise plan 
and this entry should be well venti- 
lated with an open window. Steam or 
bot water is an excellent method of 
heating garages, for then there is no 
heated surface which can ignite gaso- 
line vapors. 

Since ventilating devices now on the 
market have removed the danger from 
fumes, ag well as their disagreeable 
odor, and fireproof construction meth- 
ods have become so perfected, the at- 
tached garagd bids fair to become a 
decided asset = home planning and 
designing.

But it is possible to buy 
hardware at the present time which is 
manufactured and sold by reliable con- 
cerns; which is moderate in cost and 
which will look just as well at the end 
of ten years or twenty years as at the 
end of one year. “ 

In most of the domestic hardware 
fixtures are made of brass and bronze, 
cast iron and steel. Brass and bronze 
are alloys of copper, and the brass fix- 
tures come in a lemon yellow shade, 
while the bronze ones me in orange 
yellow tones. 

Beware of False. 

, Brass and bronze hard is not 
subject to rust and if a homé owner 
té install brass and bronze 
products in his house he must be sure 
that it is not iron and steel, plated_ to 
resemble real brass and bronze. This 
is sometimes done. So the value of 
a reputable dealer is obvioug in buying 
domestic hardware. 

The ‘non-rusting quality of brass and 
bronze is one of its great value con- 
tributing factors to the home owner. 

For instance, all the outside fixtures 
of a house, such as knockers, name 
plates, lanterns, etc., are constantly 
exposed to rains, snows and all kinds 
of weather. Where they are of brass 
or bronze they neither rust nor cor- 
rode. The same holds true of the 
inside fixtures exposed to moisture 
from handling as well as to moisture 
in the air. 

One may_obtain both brdss and 
bronze in cast and wrought.

ORTY thousand combined har- 
vester-thrashers will be used this 
season in harvesting the grain 
crops of the United States. The 
combine was introduced in the middle 
west eight years ago and this year 
one-half the wheat in Kansas will be 
harvested with these machines, which 
indicates the rapid change that is tak- 
ing place in methods of harvesting and 
thrashing small grain. 

At least 120,000 fewer men _ will 
be needed to cut and thrash the 19274 
grain crop. saving the growers a half 
million dollars a day in labor alone. 
Cutting costs with the combine is add- 
ing from 17 to 20 cents a bushel to the 
farmers’ profits on wheat, 

The combination outfits are now to 
be found in various parts of the United 
States from Texas to the Canadian bor- 
der. They are being used by farmers 
who are old enough to be familiar with 
the American thrasher’s story from the 
cradle to the combine. 

In a combine the farmer gets a bind- 
er, a thrashing machine, and the 
equivalent of several teams of horses 
all done up in a comparatively small 
package. With this outfit operated by 
one or two men the grain is cut and 
thrashed and the straw is spread back 
on the land. “Once over and it’s all 
over ” is the terms engineers apply to 
this method which is new this side of 
the Rockies but old in the big Pacific 


“ONCE OVER AND IT’S ALL OVER.”—This is an Illmois farmer with a combine—a binder, 
thrashing machine and the equivalent of several teams of horses all tied up in a small package—har- 
vesting soy beans and saving more than 90 per cent of the beans, where 45 per cent of them are often 
lost under the ordinary method. One man runs the whole outfit, which cuts, thrashes, and spreads the 
straw back onto the land, all in. one operation. 

The grain is carried in the metal tank on the combine until it is emptied into a wagon or truck. 
The combine is used in harvesting soy beans, wheat, oats, barley, rye, sweet clover, red clover, alstke, 
buckwheat, timothy, alfalfa, cow peas, and ordinary beans. This farmer is doing the work of a big force 
of harvesters and thrashers used with the ordinary method. 


“COMBINING” IN_ ILLINOIS.

“The experiences of the last two 


years tend to disprove this idea. The 
first cost, ranging from $1,100 to $2,200, 
is given as a rea] objection.

High moisture content, wet sea- 
sons and weeds, rain, hai] and saving 
of the straw have all been mentioned 
as other disadvantages of the combine.

A wet season causes 
trouble in ‘combining’ grain, just the 
same as it does in the common method 
of harvesting and thrashing, but the 
combine met the condition better in 
1926.” 

. Cutting Down the Cost. 

These engineers point out that while 
definite cost records are not yet avail- 
able to the state agricultural experi- 
ment station, “some who have wu 
the combine state that harvesting 
with it costs only about one-third a.

Simplifying the Job. 

Last summer while touring the great 
grain belts of the Mississippi and Mis- 
souri river valleys and the western 
‘provinces of Canuda, I heard dozens 
of these combines humming their 
merry tunes while happy farmers rode 
them over the fields. The combine 
has greatly simplified the task and 
lowered the costs in harvesting grains. 

The story of modern grain harvest- 
ing told to me on top of a Nebraska 
farmer’s combine in the Elkhorn river | 
valley last July was quite different 
from the one related to me thirty 
years ago by my grandfather who used 
oxen to tramp out the grain grown 
on his Missouri farm. While I skinned 
a cat on the warped boom pole that 
swung out over the thrashing floor 


sweated cutting wheat with a cradle, 
bunching the grain with a wooden 
tooth hand rake, binding the sheaves 
by hand with twisted straw rope and 
then spending days driving oxen in 
a circle to tramp out the grain. The 
path of the oxen was still visible a 
few years ago on the thrashing floor 
of that old Missouri farm.

“To ‘combine’ successfully and 
have a low moisture content, grain 
must stand from seven to ten days 
longer than when cut with a binder,” 
Lehmann and Blauser find. “As the 
grain gets dead ripe, it dries out rapid- 
ly. Letting it stand a day or two longer 
therefore, may make a higher grade 
as well as keep it from heating in the 
bin. The common varieties of wheat 
grown in Illinois shatter very little 
when left standing after dead ripe. 
Oats shatter much more than wheat 
and should not be left standing any 
longer than is absolutely necessary.”

_ thread we used in the nineties? ” 


Yet, of course, when we come to look closely at 
this cotton frisca, it turns out to be nothing more 


spectacular than a derivative of the old time ratinc. ~ 


Similarly with some of the new velveteens, notably 
those printed varieties that have borrowed the wis- 
dom of the serpent in their designs. These latter 
are so unusual in their mood that at first we are 
persuaded there has never been anything like these 


snakeskin printed materials. Then we have to ad- 


mit they have a whole line of perfectly good con- 
ventional velveteen ancestors. 

Velveteen is certainly one of those fabrics now 
much in the public eye. Both jackets and coats fur 
resort wear have appeared in respopse to the cotton 
vogue, and these are variously allied with wool, 
cotton, and silk frocks.

But, although there is such a widespread appear- 
ance of novelty, we have done quite a bit in the 
way of picking up old cotton threads.

‘sult is delightful and is just as suitable for a warm 


day in town as for an equally warm one in the 
country. 
Speaking of cotton frocks in general, there is a 


tremendous variety of jumper and coat models, of 


aproned dimities and tiered voiles, of organdies, 
both period and otherwise. In fact, every reverber- 
ation from the world of silks and wools is caught 


up by these faithful cottons—to say nothing of the | 


linens and of those rayons which have achieved 

such wonderful prestige among washable fabrics. 
In this wide latitude of styles the jumper frock 

—and especially the one of sleeveless theory—scores 
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as an extremely important development of the cot- 
ton.revival. -Many checked voiles and ginghams 
are used in this domain, and sometimes the jumper 
of one of these materials functions in conjunction 
with a plain white pique skirt. 

An illustration of the approved behavior of these 
‘cotton sports frocks is supplied, second from the 
left, in a flowered gingham combining lavender and 
white. The former tone is employed as neck and 
armhole bindings, and a bow of the same plain lav- 
ender gingham is attached beneath the smocking at 
the left side of the blouse. 

Organdy, especially when used as an organdy ac- 
companiment to a frock of other weave, often suc- 
cumbs to the check—an evidence of which is fur- 
nished at the extreme left in a morning model of 
white linen piped in green linen and set off with a 
vestee of green and white checked organdy. 

While on the subject of this material, let us 
hasten to say that it does not always follow the

associated. It is frequently transcribed into just 
such a model as we see in the center. Here a fig- 
ured organdy is combined with tucked monotone 
organdy which is, in turn, piped with self-material— 
this last, however, in contrasting tint. This frock, 
so admirably constructed for listening to what the 
wild waves are saying before noon, may be inter- 
preted just as well in embroidered voile with tucked 
organdy finish.
